The third man did not participate 
in the actual robbery because he had 
turned “‘stool-pigeon” (informer) for 
postoffice inspectors, who, with his 
assistance, were able to shadow the 
movements of Kennedy for more 
than three weeks prior to the rob- 
bery. 

An automobile parked by Kennedy 
and Logan before they set out to 
hold up the train was left in charge 
of the third man, presumably by ar- 
rangement between the third man 
and the detectives. He was to re- 
main in charge of the machine until 
Kennedy and Logan returned on the 
locomotive with the registered mail, 
and he was then to aid them in mak- 
ing their ‘“‘get away.’ Meanwhile 
the detectives concealed themselves 
near the robbers’ car and the third 
man disappeared. 

As was stated in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch, in Postoffice inspection 
service, as in city police work, it is 
sometimes necessary for officers to 
conceal] the sources of their informa- 
tion.

Farmer Tells of Seeing ‘Men. 

Mark Thompson, in front of whose 
farm home the robbers were slain, 
after they had jumped from ‘che 
locomotive at Wittenberg, two miles 
south.of the robbery, and were drag- 
ging -the registered mail pouch to 
their aytomobile, saw the third man 
several hours earlier. 

“I was on my front porch when a 
Ford touring car occupied by three 
men drove by from the west at 6:15 
p. m., Thursday,” said Thompson. 
“They drove east to the railroad 
crossing, about 100 feet from my 
house, and then circled back. 

“I spoke to the men and one of 
them, whom I later identified as 
returned my greeting. 
They drove to a point just beyond 
the highway bridge, beneath which 
the detectives later concealed them- 
selves, and parked the car beneath a 
tree. 

Robber Walked Up Track. , 

“The young man, who later was 
slain with “Kennedy, got out of the 
car, walked past my house and then 
up the railroad track in the direc- 
tion of where the train robbery la- 
ter occurred. A few minutes later 
Kennedy walked north along a road 
which leads to the railroad tracks. 
The third man remained in the car. 

“T went into the house and saw no 
more of the third man and the auto- 
mobile, but at 1:25 a. m. I was 
awakened by shots and ran into the 
front yard just as the detectives 
were climbing from their dugout be- 
hind the foundation of the bridge. 

“The robbers were lying in the 
read about 10 feet apart. The young- 
er man was about opposite my front 
gate and he was groaning. Kennedy 
was dead when I reached him. The 
detectives showed me two revolvers 
which they said they had taken 
from the dead man’s hands. Ken- 
nedy'’s left hand was gripped and 
the detectives said they had had 
difficulty in prying the. revolver 
from his hand. The stolen regis- 
tered mail pouch was lying alongside 
the younger man. 

“I am positive the third man did 
not leave the automobile after the 
other two had walked away, and I 
understand that the two men killed 
were the only ones who participated 
in the holdup. 

“After the shooting some of the 
detectives drove away in the auto- 
mobile which had been used by the 
robbers. I do not know what be- 
came of the third man.” 

Brass Band Methods in Plotting. 


Memphis, where the plot to rob 
the Frisco train was hatched, was 
not the only place where ‘Quall 
Hunter” Kennedy used brase band 
methods. For nearly three weeks it 
was gossiped about Wittenberg and 
surrounding towns that a train rob- 
bery was on foot. 

Many persons who viewed the 
bodies of the robbers’ yesterday 
identified Kennedy as a man who 
had been seen at various points be- 
tween Wittenberg and Cape Girar- 
deau. They also recalled having 


geen several of the detectives at dif- 
ferent times. 

At first it had been rumored that 
Federal prohibition agents were 
seeking evidence of “bootlegging,” 
but soon it became nolsed about 
that the detectives were on the trail 
of train robbers who were about to 
“pull a job.”

Fog Prevents View of Plane of Cross-Country 
Aviators, but Purr of MotorIsHeard After | 


Descent About 3:15 A. M. 


An army airplane took off at 
Scott Field at 2:40 this | 
morning and reconnoitered the sky 
in the vicinity of St. Louis in the | 
hope of extending a greeting to and | 
providing an escort for Lieut. John | 
A. MacReady .and Sergt. Oakley 
Kelly, army aviators, on their non- 
stop flight from San Diego, Cal., 4 
New York City, but heavy fog banks | 
lying to the southwest of St. Louis 
prevented a view of the intrepid 
flyers. 

A few minutes after the return to 
Scott Field. a plane, believed to have | 
been MacReady's, was heard at a 
high altitude passing to the north- 
east of Belleville. 

By courtesy of Col. Chalmers G. | 
Hall, commandant at Scott Field, 
and his staff, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter accompanied Lieut. Harold JR. 
Wallis, one of the crack airmen of 
the army, who piloted the plane. 
They flew over East St. Louis, St. 
Louis, and to the southwest for some | 
distance, before returning to Scott 
Field. An altitude above 5000 feet 
was maintained in order to give long 
distance vision in the bright moon- 
light, and while the heavens were 
scanned for miles in many directions 
between 2:40 and 3:15 o'clock, noth- 
ing was seen of the T-2, Lieut. Mac- 
Ready’s plane. 

Plane Climbs Above Fog. 

A mist began rising from the 
ground over Southern Illinois. and 
Eastern Missouri early in the eve- 
ning and IAeut. Wells and the Post- 
Dispatch observer took the air in a/| 
low-hanging fog. Over Belleville 
they had got above the fog in that 
immediate vicinity. Climbing” still 
higher over St. Louis, they found a 
clearer sky, but perceived heavy fog 
banks reaching to a great height to 
the southwest. 

Turning about, Lieut. Wells de- 
scribed big circles in the air, and 
both he and his observer kept a 
close lookout over miles of space for 
sight of the T-2. 

Purr of Motor Heard. 

Assuming that the T-2 already had 
slipped by in the fog, Iieut. Wells 
landed, and he and a score of other 
officers began lissening for the purr 
of Lieut.

Hiow St. Louis Looks at Night. 

A brilliant moon pierced the mist 
over St. Louis and its beams were 
reflected from the lamp housetops. 
Through the mist the city appeared 
from a height of nearly a mile like 
an immense flower garden illumin- 
ated by millions of twinkling lights, 
while the Mississippi River appeared 
as a shimmering band of silk in the 
bright moonlight. 

The lighting system of St. Louis) 
appears from the sky as though it 
were laid out by an artistic land- 
scape gardener, the blocks and 
streets being defined symmetrically 
by lights. Broadway skirts the riv- 
er edge in a sweeping graceful curve.

Like Roosevelt, the new Premier 
put his faith in public backing 
rather than the constitution. Be- 
lieving the people to be behind him, 
he is determined to lead, not follow 
public opinion. 

Although he came into office as 
leader of the Fascisti, who were or- 
eanized militarily to enforce’ their 
if necessary, he immedi- 
ately announced his faith in the 
state’s armed forces. When the gar- 
rison of Rome expressed a wish to 
do him special honor, he replied the 
'army’s role is to maintain order and 
obey instructions, not confer special 
honors on anyone. 

Confidence in Leader. 

All the Fascisti have gone home 
with the belief that they can well 
trust the leader they left in Rome. 
The energetic way in which he has 
aken hold has given the public the 
impression the state is under lead- 
ership which will brook no interfer- 
ence or compromise. 

The youngest Premier Italy has 
ever had, he is also the most domi- 
nating. He knows how to dominate 
even his political enemies, a trait 
which will serve him well in the ac- 
tive period before him. 

Signor Mussolini was read out of 
the Socialist party because of his 
stand in favor of war with the Cen- 
tral Powers. He unexpectedly en- 
tered the meeting which was to read 
him out, strode down between rows 
of hostile Socialists determined to 
eject him, and mounted the platform 
to face them. 

They began to shout him down, 
and he found it impossible to make 
‘himself heard. Enraged, he brought 
his hand down on the table so vio- 
lently that the glass of water stand- 
ing on it broke and cut his hand. 

Then he raised his hand again for 
silence. The crowd was involuntar- 
‘ily quieted by the sight of the 
streaming blood and Mussolini 
promptly opened an attack on his 
‘audience with which few modern 
statesmen could compete. 

He had all Roosevelt’s power of 
invective and he has it still; he used 
it then and he can use it again if oc- 
'casion arises. His qualities natural- 
'ly make enemies, but they also cre- 
j}ate devoted followers. 

The appointment of Baron Ro- 
'mano Avezzano as Ambassador to the 
'United States to succeed Vittorio Ro- 
landi Ricci was announced today. 
Chamber of Labor Invaded. 

Thursday some of these. followers 
invaded the Chamber of Labor in 
Turin, a city in which the reds were 
once strong. They destroyed all 
revolutionary pictures, literature 
and red flags, but did not touch doc- 
uments relating to the medical and 
social activities of the chamber.

Today Germany is very near 
the breaking point. The outward, 
visible sign of this collapse that is 
going on in our European civilization 
is the disorganization of means of 
exchange. 

“A year ago the ruble had gone 
and the Austrian kroner had gone, 
but the mark was still negotiable. 
Now the mark is gone, the franc is 
lower than ever before, the Italian 
lire is showing signs of a dive. Over 
larger and larger areas of Europe 
money is losing any steadfastness 
of meaning at all. 

“Now what does 
modern civilization? 
whole complex process 
tion and distribution, our modern 
process which is built on _ trust- 
worthy money, will break down. 

Back to Barter System. 

“These countries wherein money 
has gone to pieces are pulling back 
on the clumsy system of barter and 
you will have, following this fall in 
the monetary system, death of the 
transport service, death of organized 
industrialism, death of town life. 

“There is no person, no class of 
human beings who can get along 
without money except the peasant, 
and Europe—beginning with Russia 
and spreading now westwards—is re- 
lapsing toward the peasant life. 

“The country which can carry 70,- 
000,000 people in conditions of mod- 
ern industrialism cannot carry more 
than 12,000,000 peasants, and you 
are faced now with a Europe in 
which one country after another is 
becoming aware that its population 
contains superfluous millions. 

“Now what is going to happen to 
those superfluous millions? I saw 
just a little glimpse of it during my 
week end in Russia. It means in 
some form—they cannot emigrate 
now, all the channels of emigration 
are locked the World is full up— 
it means those people have to die in 
Russia, as you know they die in 
thousands of famine. The death rate 
of Petrograd, which is one of the 
most impressive spectacles of a town 
dying rapidly, was enormous by 
any western European figures. 

How England Is Affected. 

“Some of you men say this does 
not reach us. I need hardly remind 
you that is not so. This country is 
carrying 45,000,000 people today. A 
large majority of those pople are 
used to town life, they are incapable
